HUTCHISON et ux. v. HARRISON.

1. Habeas Corpus (§ 99 (3, 6)*)— Interest of Child Primary Con- 
sideration in Determining Custody, and Her Wishes Should Be Con- 
sulted. — Where there is a controversy over the right to custody of a 
child between her parents and her maternal grandparents, who have 
had her with them a great part of her life, the interest of the child is 
the primary consideration, and, if she is of the age of discretion, she 
should be consulted, and due weight given her decision.

2. Habeas Corpus (§ 99 (1)*)— Father Held Not Entitled as of Right 
to Custody of Daughter as against Grandparents. — On petition for 
habeas corpus by a father to secure the custody of child of 13 or 14 
years from her maternal grandparents, petitioner's wife, the mother 
of the child, being of a highly nervous temperament, and the child 
likely, as shown by her past history, to suffer in health during resi- 
dence in Tennessee with her parents, while her relations with the 
grandparents are more affectionate than those with her parents, held, 
that the order of the trial court awarding custody to the father will be 
reversed, and the proceeding remanded, with directions to keep the 
same on the docket for such further orders as may prove to be neces- 
sary; the child having the right to elect at any time to go to her 
parents or to remain in Virginia with her grandparents.
